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Unmet Needs, Diminishing Returns

Should there be a contin- 
gency fund to handle citizen 
complaints about roads and 
walks? Is the use of tempor- 
ary workers as a cost saving 
measure a good idea? These 
and other matters were dis- 
cussed at a public hearing on 
the Department of Public 
Works budget for Fiscal 
Year 1995 (FY1995) on 
Wednesday, April 20. The 
small room in which the 
hearing was held was cram- 
med as a number of depart- 
ment employees turned out. 
It was a long night and by 
its end at 11:30 p.m. some 
audience members were left 
wondering if the enormous 
amount of candy consumed 
by some council members 
helped prolong the evening. 

The total budget for the Pub- 
lic Works department for FY ’95 
is $1,729,100, an inerease of 
$27,600 over this year’s budget. 

The dominant theme through- 
out the discussion and in the 


‘budget was how the Public 
Department can cope — 


Works 
with less funding than it thinks 
it needs. A complaint contingen- 
ey fund so that funding will not 
be siphoned off of other pro- 
jects, a list of critical unmet 
needs, and temporary staffing to 
fill vacancies are just some of 
the ways the department is try- 
ing to hold the tight funding 
line. 


“The city has an outstanding 
public works department,” and 
this was proven when al] the 
street work needed for the open- 
ing of the new elementary 
schoo] was done in 10 days, said 
Director of the Public Works 
Department Carl] Hirsch in his 
opening comments. The difficulty 
is, he said, that in a time of 
fiscal restraint “we can do more 
and more with less and less but 
you reach the point of no re- 
turns” when things deteriorate 
to the point that problems crop 
up more and more and then 
things go down hill rapidly. 
Hirsch said he thinks that the 
point of diminishing returns is 
closer than City Manager Daniel 
Hobbs thinks it is, 


“When the money is available 
I want to be near the front of 
the line” continued Hirsch. He 
has drawn up a list of critical 
unmet needs that are not in this 
year’s budget. Twelve person- 
nel needs and 19 equipment and 
project items are on the list. 


The top item on his list is a 
new paint machine to stripe 
streets at $5700. The engine 
has been replaced three times 
and now the frame is rusted 
through and cracked. 


Without the paint machine 
the line painting crew can not 
function, explained Hirsch. 
Hobbs asked why this discussion 
about the need for a paint ma- 


‘trance of the 


chine did not come up in the 
budget review earlier. Hirsch 
said it was because he had put 
forth what the department ab- 
solutely had to have and put 
that in the budget request for 
FY1995. Councilmembers _a- 
greed the department should go 
ahead and get the paint ma- 
chine. 

Most of the items on the ecriti- 
cal unmet needs list are equip- 
ment needed by the department. 
But several projects are also on 
the list such as: work on stream 
banks near the Braden Field en- 
“Buddy” Attick 
Park ($3000) work on drainage 
of Braden Field ($2000), new 
trash cans at the lake park 
(37,350), and a recycling center 
in (Greenbelt East ($10,000). 
Personne] needs include mechan- 
ics and temporary workers.

citizen complaints on city infra- 
structure, such as drainage prob- 
lems. Th critical problems, such 
as unsafe sidewalks, are dealt 
with, but it is the gray areas 
that are hard to call, the things 
citizens think are major, but are 
not, said Hobbs. These jobs 
average about $2000 a job and 
there are about a dozen a year. 


Councilmembers wanted to 
know why these types of things 
were not part of the public 
works budget, “‘We’ve cut back 
and cut back and cut back and 
(now the public works) budget 
is too tight to handle it,” re- 
plied Hobbs. He said he did not 
want the city to be nickled and 
dimed to death on these uncriti- 
cal things but that they should 
be brought to council’s attenion 
in some kind of managed way.

__. The Greenbelt Connection, upkeep of city parks, and 


fireworks purchase are just some of the many topics covered 
in the fiscal year 1995 budget for the Public Works Depart- 
ment. A public hearing was Held on this part of the budget 
on Wednesday, April 20 at the Municipal Building. 


The Greenbelt Connection has 
been providing dial-a-ride  ser- 
vice six days a week to about 
7,000 people during the last few 
years. For FY1995 $69,300 is 
earmarked for this service, down 
from $73,700 in FY1994. Of this 
total it is estimated that $7,000 
will come from fares. This 
means that it costs the city 
more than $8 a ride for this 
service. 


The Co-op grocery store and 
Doctor’s Hospital are popular 
destinations for people using 
this service, said Carl Hirsch, 
Director of Public Works. Eld- 
erly ladies buying their grocer- 
ies make a big demand on it, 
agreed the Public Works dis- 
patcher Antoinette Conrad. 


Would some of these riders 
use a walk to the bus stop type 
of service, asked Mayor An- 
toinette Bram. Both Hirsch and 
Conrad did not think a shuttle 
would cut down on the demand 
for the Greenbelt Connection. 
(Council has begun looking at 
a possible shuttle service and a 
preliminary route map was pas- 
sed around at this meeting.) 


A 25 cent fare increase is pro- 
posted in this year’s budget. 
This would bring fares to one 
dollar for seniors and children 
and $1.50 for others. 


Parks : 

The city of Greenbelt has 
487.23 acres of parkland, 29 
playgrounds, ten tennis courts, 
four athletic field complexes, and 


takes care of another three ath- 
letic field complexes. Their up- 
keep is the responsibility of the 
parks crew and other public 


works personnel. The proposed 
FY1995 budget for parks is 
$661,700. 


The budget is tight, so the 
department tries to prioritize to 
meet the budget number; there 
are a lot of needs not even seen 
and work was done to cut back on 
expenses, said Bill Phelan, the 
city’s horticulturist. Parks land- 
scaping costs are increasing, the 
area needed to be maintained 
has increased, and things need 
to be done, like the area between 
the parking lot and the lake in 
the “Buddy” Attick Lake Park, 
he continued. We are cutting 
costs, he said, by growing our 
own plants, using less expen- 
sive mulches, not taking on some 
landseaping requests, growing 
low maintenance plants, and in- 
stalling irrigation systems to re- 
duce man hours needed to water 
plants, 


Miscellaneous 

Funding for the Fourth of 
July fireworks display will stay 
the same, at $7500. Because last 
year’s show was not good, ac- 
cording to Hirsch, a different 
supplier js being sought, 

The city is responsible for up- 
keep of the parking lot and side- 
walks in the Roosevelt Center 
Mall, including trash pickup and 
caring for the plants. For FY- 
1995 $41,000 is budgeted, an 
amount down from last year’s 


$54,400, when a lot of landscap- 


ing work was done, 


For street painting and signs, 
$78,500 is budgeted, And for op- 
erating and maintaining the mu- 
nicipal building, $75,300.

Forestway Walk, Littering 
By Solicitors before Council

Something like an old-fashioned town meeting occurred 
at the regular city council meeting on April 25. It started 
off with more than usual splendor with the presence of a 
group of Girl Scouts, in their bright green uniforms, and one 
Brownie, in tan. As representatives of the various troops in 
Greenbelt, and led by Karen Yoho, they were at the meeting 
to further their study of their own community, which has 
ben an on-going project. A set of pictures drawn by the 
Scouts to illustrate what they had learned were on display 


in the council chamber. 

The Scouts formally presented 
the flag at the meeting’s begin- 
ning and also led council and 
the audience in the pledge of 
allegiance. Mayor Antoinette 
Bram, in turn, talked about her 
experience in Girl Scouting and 
read a proclamation honoring 
the Greenbelt Scouts. Katie 
Broderick of Cadet Troop 2065 
read a narrative of their earlier 
experiences on Greenbelt Discov- 


ery Day. 
Petitions and Requests 


Council then heard a number 
of communications from citizens 
with requests and complaints. 
Among those who received posi- 
tive responses were Sally Rae 
Giladi, representing the Green- 
belt Bicycle Coalition, who 
hoped for a council proclama- 
tion at the May 9 meeting to 
show Greenbelt’s support of Na- 
tional Bike to Work Day on May 
17 and Angeline Butler, presi- 
dent of the Phase III section of 
Greenbriar, who requested that 
a picnic table be placed near a 
barbecue grill in a smal] park 
area along Mandan Road. 


Irene Hensel of Orange Ct. ex- 
pressed alarm here over reports 
that areas of chemical pollution 
had been found at the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center 
(BARC) and urged citizens to 
attend a public hearing the fol- 
lowing day. She was concerned, 
she said, about the high inci- 
dence of cancer in sections of 
Greenbelt, which she felt might 
be attributed to the BARC facil- 
ity. Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts said he would attend the 
meeting, 


Littering by Solicitors 


Gordon Pickering, from Green- 
briar, who communicated with 


council through an jnterpreter 


for the deaf, appeared at the 
meeting to express his frustra- 
tion about a continuing and un- 
solved problem with barrages of 
flyers being left at his door by 
a variety of solicitors for carry- 
outs, and, most particularly, 
Multivision Cable TV. Although 
he had several times tacked up 
“No Solicitation” signs these had 
been removed, he complained. 
Every effort he had made to have 
the solicitation from Multivis- 
ion discontinued had resulted in 
failure. 


Dorothy Pyles, from Greenbri- 
are Phase III, explained that by 
the terms of the contract be- 
tween Multivision and the Phase 
III condominium organization, 
the cable company had been given 


the right to solicit new custo- 
mers every 90 days. Turning to 
city attorney Robert Manzi she 
asked, “Is there a difference be- 
tween soliciting and littering?” 

“Yes,” Manzi said, “but there 
is also an issue about First 
Amendment rights.” He said 
that the attorney for the condo- 
minium owners should deal with 
the problem. 

Pickering wondered about the 
possibility that council might 
pass an anti-littering ordinance. 
He noted that crime watch par-

ticipants were concerned that the 
accumulation of advertising fly- 
ers would signal the absence of 
a homeowner. Mayor Bram as- 
sured him that the city staff 
would lock into the problem. 
Similarly City Manager Daniel 
Hobbs promised to look into an- 
other matter raised by Picker- 
ing—that too few programs of- 
fered by Multivision had closed 
eaptioning for those who were 
deaf. 


Walkway from Forestway 

Several neighbors came out to 
discuss with council another is- 
sue which has been long simmer- 
ing. This is a question of disa- 
greement over whether a side- 
walk from Forestway leading to~ 
ward the Community Church 
was an established city right-of- 
way. One of two properties 
through which the sidewalk pas- 
ses had recently been sold. Since 
its previous owner had placed 

a fence and gate blocking off 
the sidewalk, neighbors wond- 
ered if the status of inquiry con- 
cerning its public use had been 
changed. 

Attorney Manzi said that “jots 
of factual issues” concerning the 
sidewalk had to ascertained, We 
don’t know who put the sidewalk 
in, he said, nor when. We don’t 
know if it was done with per- 
mission. He conceded that over 
the years the walk has seen 
“substantial use.” It would be 
very expensive to document and 
to prosecute, he suggested, if 
the city were inclined to estab- 
lish a legal right-of-way. 


Councilmember Roberts said he 


would like to see it as part of

Mother Heroine 


Kianeah Mahlooji of Lakecrest 
Drive, was chosen as an “Un- 
sung Heroine” of Prince Georges 
County and honored March 15 
during this year’s Women’s His- 
tory Month activities at Suit- 
land High School sponsored by 
the Prince Georges Department 
of Family Services/women’s Di- 
vision Mahlooji was nominated by 
her daughter, Farinaz Firouzi, 
a sophomore at Eleanor Roose- 
velt High School, in an essay de- 
scribing her mother’s sacrificial 
and courageous escape with her 
family from Iran for religious 
freedom Farinaz wrote: “. 
She (Kianeah) was imprisoned 
for her religion . for ten 
months (during which) my 
brother and I lived alone at 
home with no one to care for us 
but our grandmother whom my 
mother had pleaded the head 
guard of the prison to release 
on our account. This happened 
only a few years after the exe- 
eution of my father whose only 
crime was to be a Baha’i - a 
follower of Baha’u’llah, one who 
believes in one God, the oneness 
of humanity. and the unified pur- 
pose of all the world religions.” 
Farinaz goes on to describe her 
mother’s strength in starting 


over in America in order to give 


her children the chance to live 
in religious freedom and to be 
allowed to attend college regard- 
less of their beliefs. 


During the award ceremony. 
Farinaz read her nomination es- 
say which touched many of the 
attendees, and provoked a deep 
appreciation of the freedom that 


this country provides but which 
is often taken for granted.

Trix Whitehall and Ilene Ford 
played the Windsor wives who 
connived to beat the biggest con- 
niver of them all, Sir John Fal- 
staff, (Bill Fedorshik) at his own 
game. ‘All three were so _ be- 
lievable, acted so wel] — but we 
hesitate to say they were the 
best — wonderful as they all 
were. 

So many good things could be 
said about all of the characters. 
Not only was the acting superb 
but we were caught up watching 
facial expressions, which told us 
more than the voices. Actions 
also increased the meaning of the 
roles played. There was Dr. Cai- 
us, (Stephen Cox), with his some- 
what phony French accent. He 
was perhaps a bit too loud. 
However, his sword play was 
dramatic and a little scary. We 
almost ducked once or _ twice 
when the sword was pointed our 
way. 

Facial expressions did tell all. 
We understood how upset Mast- 
er Ford (Christopher Cherry) 
was at his wife’s suspected infi- 
delity and Master Page (Lloyd 
Rawley) at his daughter’s mar- 
rying the “wrong” man, Their 
looks told all. 

Jack Goldklang was a Welsh 
parson. He looked, acted and 
sounded the part. Even his sing- 
ing fit in with the rest of his 
character. Kimberly Morhiser 


(Dr. Caius’ servant) and, Mel- 
anie Fishkind (host of the Gart- 
er Inn) not only played their 
parts well but were able to fill 
us in on what was happening, 
Kimberly seemed so modern that 
we quite forgot how old this 
play was. 

Alex Barnes, Jr., in two of his 
three roles, played entirely op- 
posite characters, an arrogant 
attendant of Falstaff and Sim- 
ple, a servant who seemed to be 
that - simple. Even though he 
hastily changed clothes and 
looked each part, it was his fa- 
cial expressions that made us 
know which part he was playing. 
There was no doubt about that. 

One character that we really 
must mention was 8% yr. old 
Jenna Otero. Tiny for eight, in 
her page’s costume she neverthe- 
less did a splendid job with her 
part. She never faltered, spoke 


clearly — and what must have 
been most difficult of all for a 
child — she stood at attention 


through quite long periods and 
never fussed cr fidgeted. Quite 
an accomplishment, 

Every single member of the 
cast did well. We wish we could 
mention them all. At first we 
were somewhat disconcerted to 
find that young wcmen were 
playing some of the men’s parts 
but we needn’t have worried. 
They did fine and we never 
thought of it again. When this 
this play was first performed, all 
parts were played by men.

Maryland Targets 
Red Light Runners 


Governor William Donal Schae- 
fer, along with state and local 
Officials, ‘has launched an enforce- 
ment and public awareness cam- 
paign designed to deter motorists 
from running red lights in the 
state of Maryland. 

The Maryland Department of 
Transportation. ‘State Highway 
Administration, Maryland State 
Police, and Jocal law enforcement 
and traffic engineering agencies 
in Baltimore City and Prince 
Georges, Anne Arundel, Balti- 
more. Harford, Howard, and 
Montgomery counties are cooper- 
ating in the campaign, 

In 1992, police reported 3,700 
traffic accidents caused by motor- 
ists running red lights in Mary- 
land. Twenty of those crashes 
resulted in fatalities, 

The campaign includes increas- 
ed enforcement by marked and 
unmarked vehicles at target sites, 
as well as aerial surveillance at 
specially equipped intersections. 
Radio public service announce- 
ments to increase public aware- 
ness of the problems associated 
with running red lights are also 
included. 

The campaign is funded in part 
by the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration. Because 
the use of seatbelts is the best 
protection against injury in a mo- 
tor vehicle collision, the campaign

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The Police Budget 


$300,000 in Unmet Needs 
Chief Craze Tells Council 


by Diane Oberg 


City Manager Daniel Hobbs has proposed an eight per- 
cent increase in the police budget for FY95, which begins 
July 1. However, some changes to that proposal are certain. 


The good news is that the city 
has learned that it will receive 
$42,000 more in state aid than 
projected. This is partially offset 
by the news that it will not re- 
ceive a $25,000 federal] grant for 
community-based policing. In ad- 
dition, since the city will not 
have to provide matching funds 
or equipment for this officer, 
total expenditures will decrease 
hy $72,000. 

At a May 2 worksession, the 
Greenbelt City Council, Hobbs, 
Deputy City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin and police officials 
discussed the budget proposals, 
plus additional budget requests. 

Proposed Budget 

After subtracting the costs re- 
lated to the denied grant police 
operating expenses would in- 
crease 4.9% over estimated FY94 
expenditures under Hobbs’ pro- 
posal, Capital expenses would in- 
crease 62%, as 10 patrol] cars are 
purchased. The total size of the 


police fleet would decrease by 4 
cars as 14 cars will be retired. 
This will result in fewer backup 
vehicles being available, accord- 
ing to Police Chief James Craze. 
Without the grant officer, the 
size of the force is expected to 
remain constant at 45. Personnel 
expenses will increase somewhat, 
as the traffic officer, who was 
only on the staff for half of FY94 
is funded for an entire year. 
The department listed nearly 
$300,000 in “unmet needs”’—items 
requested but not included by 
Hobbs. These include two addi- 
tional dispatchers (59,000), a sup- 
port services technicion ($30,- 
600), surveillance vehicle equip- 
ment ($23,800), chassis for evi- 
dence truck ($22,500), riot gear 
($21,000), rental vehicles ($15,- 
000), computer equipment ($15,- 
000), a variety of tactical equip- 
ment including a transport ve- 
hicle (used—$5,000), balistic 
shield ($1,500), armor vests ($5,- 


WSSC Implements New Bill Adjustment Practices 


The Washington Suburban San- 
itary Commission has broadened 
its customer eligibility for bill 
adjustments related to “toilet 
leaks” and “unexplainable high 
bills.” The recent action increases 
the amount of such adjustments 
and ends retroactive bill in- 
ereases made because of discrep- 
ancies between a water meter or 
its remote that under registers 
a property’s actual water con- 
sumption, 


This customer-oriented policy 
will also allow larger, one-time 
adjustments for high water and 
sewer bills that are attributable 
to toilet leaks or which are 
unidentified. All but 15% of the 
charges attributable to the leak 
or the unknown cause will be 
adjusted, 

The new policies also reduce 
how high a bill needs to be to 


qualify for a toilet leak or un- 
explainable high bill adjustment. 
Any bill that is 1.75 or more 


times the customer’s comparable . 


daily consumption (ADC) will be 
reviewed for such adjustment. 

These new areas. of eligibility 
will be extended to small com- 
mercial properties as well—those 
served by a 1%-inch or smaller 
meter, and by four or fewer 
bathrooms. In the past, only 
residential properties qualified 
for such an adjustment. 

Before being approved by the 
Commissioners on April 18, the 
new policies received the endorse- 
ment of the WSSC’s Customer 
Advisory Board, Dispute Resolv- 
ing Board, and the Prince Geor- 
ges County Ombudsman. The 
new procedures wil] be imple- 
mented beginning May 29 1994.

‘Automation Study 


At the worksession, Hobbs and 
Craze urged council to add ap- 
proximately $20,000 for a “pub- 
lic safety plan for Greenbelt.” 
As described by Hobbs this would 
be primarily a study of how to 
efficiently increase the automa- 
tion of the department. One maj- 
or aspect would be computer as- 
sisted dispatching, Such a _ sys- 
tem would provide officers re- 
sponding to a call with informa- 
tion on previous calls to that ad- 
dress, allow officers to summon 
help by pressing a single button 
on their hand-held units and 
prompt dispatchers to follow up 
with officers who had not report-- 
ed in within a specified period 
after responding to a call. 

According to Hobbs, the study 
would provide a 12 - 18 month 
action agenda with specific tasks 
scheduled for each month, The 
computer assisted dispatching 
would be operational at the end 
of the study. 

Beyond the automation issues, 
the new system would provide 
the information required to ident- 
ify ‘personnel needs and how 
best to deploy the staff. 

Craze suggests that the Po- 
lice Executive Research Forum 
be hired to develop the plan. 
This organization is non-profit, 
and according to Craze, has per- 
formed similar work for other 
communities. 


The councilmembers raised 
some concerns about the compat- 
ibility of the police system with 
that of other jurisdictions, about 
Hobbs’ assessment that the po- 
lice system did not need to be 
integrated into a citywide sys- 
tem and whether the city should

Dispatchers 


As in past years, Craze urged 
council to add funds for two 
additional dispatchers (total cost 
— $59,000). Lt. John Lann said 
that the equivalent of six months 
of officers’ time is spent backing 
up the dispatchers, Even so, the 
current dispatchers frequently 
work alone and are unable to 
take lunch or other breaks un- 
less an officer happens by. When 
ealls are not coming in, dispatch- 
ers must catch up on paperwork 
and respond to officers needing 
computer checks, 

The stress of the position is 
such, Lann said, that after three 


_ years service, dispatchers have

FOP Budget Requests 


On-Call-Pay, More COLA, 
Take Cars Outside County

On April 27, officials of the Greenbelt Lodge of the 
Fraternal Order of Police (FOP) met with council to present 
their requests, beyond those incorporated in City Manager 
Daniel Hobbs’ budget proposal. Their highest priority was 


for additional pay for officers who are on-call. 


Other re- 


quests include a higher cost of living adjustment for all city 
employees, an additional holiday for all city employees and 
a change in the city’s policy on take-home police cars. 


Take Home Cars 


Once again the FOP asked for 
a change in the eligibility for 
take-home cruisers. Under cur- 
rent rules, officers must live with- 
in Prince Georges County, north 
of Centra] Avenue, to qualify 
for the program. The FOP would 
like to eliminate the  require- 
ment that officers must live in 
the county to be eligible. Instead 
they propose granting cars to 
all officers living within a 15- 
mile radius, which would extend 
as far south as Andrews Air 
Force Base and nearly as far 
north as Columbia. As a back-up 


‘they proposed a 10-mile radius 


ranging from Silver Spring to 
Crofton. 

FOP President Bob Keller said 
that there would be “no budget 
impact,” since no _ additional 
cruisers would be required, While 
last year, Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts had argued that the op- 
erating costs (fuel, wear and 
tear, and maintenance), would in- 
crease, the focus of the discus- 
sion this year was more on 
policy. Mayor Antoinette 
Bram and Councilmembers Ed- 


ward Putens and Judith Davis in-. 


dicated opposition to the propos- 
al, in part to avoid encouraging 
offecrs to move outside the 
county. In addition, Bram argued 
that it would be difficult to ad- 


minister a policy based upon a

On-Call Pay 


According to the FOP, 24 of- 
ficers are “on-call” during some 
or all of their off-duty hours. 
Keller said that while on-call of- 
ficers must be able to return to 
work within 30 minutes with all 
required equipment. While the 
officers get paid overtime for the 
extra hours, Keller argued that 
additional pay should be provid- 
ed.tc compensate the officers for 
the “inconvenience” of being on- 
call, 


The FOP proposed flat pay- 
ments, regardless of rank, of 
$300 to $1,200 depending upon 
how preguently the officer is on- 
call. The lodge estimates the 
cost of this incentive at $15,500 
for the next fiscal year, 


Bigger COLA 


Two of the FOP’s requests, if 
approved, would benefit all city 
employees, not just police offic- 
ers. Hobbs’ budget proposes a 
1.5% cost-of-living!) adjustment 
(CODA) for all city employees. 
The FOP is asking that this 
amount be increased. In his bud- 
get presentation, the city man- 
ager listed a higher COLA as 
one of the items he asked coun- 
cil to consider if additional funds 
became available. 


Keller argued that city em- 
ployees have fallen behind in- 
flation since last year, Howev- 
er, Bram argued that Greenbelt 
has granted COLA’s to its em- 
ployees each of the last four 
years when many jurisdictions 
did not. Hobbs acknowledged that 
the city pay had increased slight- 
ly- less than the Consumer Price 
vs. 10.8%), but 
argued that employees had re- 
ceived additional benefits through 
the leave buy-back program and 
increased contributions to the de- 
ferred compensation program. 
This latter program, however, 
did not affect police officers or 
employees under the older retire- 
ment system, 


Another Holiday 


The other all-employee request 
by the FOP was for an additional 
city holiday, Currently, city em- 
ployees have 10 official holidays 
(all Federal holidays except Co- 
lumbus Day, plus the day after 
Thanksgiving). In addition, coun- 
ci] has generally granted all em- 
ployees an eleventh holiday at 
the end of the year. 


The FOP said that local juris- 
dictions were averaging 11.75 
holidays per year, with Prinre 
Georges County granting 15 and 
College Park 13. The FOP asked 
council for a twelfth city holiday, 
They recommended an “amployee 
appreciation day” that each em- 
ployee could take when they 
wished, The FOP argued that 
there would be no budget effect 
cf such a “floating” holiday since 
no employee would be entitled’ te 
extra pay or overtime.

been using some temporary wor- 
kers. Councilmembers Rodney 


Roberts and Edward Putens had 


a lot to say on the issue, Roberts 
said he did not like the concept 
of temporary help and would 
rather hire permanent people. 
Using temporary workers means 
not having to fire people, said 
Putens, for the city has had to 
work hard to keep cost down 
and not have to fire people. 


We are “trying to conserve as 
much as possible, to make do as 
much as possible,” said Hirsch. 
This use of temporary workers 
is an experiment to try to keep 
costs down, said Hobbs. 


Employees that had to super- 
vise and administer the hiring 
of temporary workers said there 
are some problems. The first 
four months of the program 
were an administrative “night- 
mare”, said Antoinette Conrad. 


Trash and Recycling 


It is estimated that the city 
refuse collection crews will take 
2.290 tons of garbage to the 
landfill from 2.345 people. It is 
also estimated that 65 tons of 
newspapers; 35 tons of glass. 
aluminum, and plastic; 5,450 
gallons of cil will be recycled 
and 220 tons of yard waste com- 
posted in FY1995. To do this, 
$452,500 is proposed for FY1995. 

The city is at the forefront of 
recycling in the area with pro- 
grams that include clothing and 
textile recycling and compost- 
ing, Recycling has reduced the 
amount of waste taken to the 
landfill and reduced tipping fee 
costs. 

The city’s recycling commit- 
tee has produced a report that 
suggests getting more revenue 
by pieking up garbage at more 
residences. Some of the refuse 
men were present at the work 
session and expressed their con- 
cerns with the report, such as the 
loss of other trash crews means 
more work for them and it is 
getting more difftcult to finish 
their rcutes in a shift. A cri- 
tique of this report will be pro- 
duced by them and the subject 
will bk discussed again later. 


Streets 


The public works department 
repairs and maintains over 24 
miles of city streets: $547.800 is 
budgeted for this purpose in FY 
1995. This includes funds for 
snow and ice removal at $33,900.

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City Outlines Budget Plans 
For Popular Rec. Programs

The major new initiatives of the city in recent years 
have come under the Recreation Department. The current 
project, renovation of the old Center School to become the 
new Community Center, will require a tax increase of four 
cents, as proposed in the city manager’s budget for fiscal 
year 1994-95 (FY95). This multi-generational activity 
center should be open to the public before the end of the 
fiscal year, June 30, 1995. (A separate budget work session 


on funding the Community Center is scheduled for tonight.) 
Fitness Center Popular chise leagues, and tournaments, 
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Recreation Groups Request 
Funds for 1995 Programs

Representatives from the following Greenbelt recrea- 
tional organizations met with councilmembers at a budget 
work session on May 4, seeking a total of $56,330 to help 
finance their organizations. It appears that all these re- 
quests will be granted, pending a final discussion at the bud- 
get worksession on May 18. 


The Fitness Center portion of 
the Aquatic and Fitness Center 
opened last fall and its populari- 
ty with the community has 
pleased the recreation staff. The 
revenues received in FY94 — one 
fee covers both the fitness rooms 
and the pool — will exceed ex- 
pectations by $70,000. The Recre- 
ation Department anticipates 
that fees during the coming year 
will pay for 81 percent of the 
operating costs, well above the 
original projection of 65 percent. 


All fees for the Aquatic and 
Fitness Center are proposed to 
increase by three percent, Rev- 
enues for FY95 are projected at 
$518,000 to cover costs of $637,- 
300. Two unniet needs are better 
arrangements for cleaning the 
women’s locker room, and staf- 
fing the fitness center 100 per- 
cent of operating hours. The 
cleaning staff are presently all 
male and cannot enter the wom- 
en’s locker room unless it is 
closed, Center Director George 
Rogala would like to see a wom- 
an hired part-time to do the 
task without the inconvenience 
to the public of closing the 
locker room. Full staffing of the 
fitness center is a question coun- 
cil has been wrestling with since 
the facility opened. The partial 
solution proposed for next year 
is to place TV monitors in the 
fitness room so activity can be 
watched by pool staff who are 
in another area of the building. 

Rogala notified council the 
staff no longer plans to rent the 
facility to non-Greenbelt groups 
for private midnight parties. 
While the income seemed attrac- 
tive the first group to rent the 
pool trashed it. The pool will 
continue to be available during 
the daytime for resident birth- 
day parties or local groups such 
as the swim team. 


Two new treadmills will be 
added to the fitness center to ac- 
commodate the demand, The 
staff has been seeking experi- 
enced and responsible volunteers 
to help staff the center. Unsuper- 
vised youngsters can be a safety 
problem, Rogala said. 

Sechrom Hills Park 

Schromm HdHills Park, which 
officially opened in FY93, has 
also been “very well received 
by the public, Recreation Direct- 
or Hank Irving told council, The 
picnic pavilion and the party 
room have been reserved by 66 
groups The vandalism problems 
that occured during the construc- 
tion phase have not continued.

spent, Irving told council. Total 
program cost for FY 95 is pro- 
jected at $159,100 with fees 
bringing in $222.500. Work done 
by the city staff for the Labor 
Day Festival — setting up the 
booths, police overtime, and 
cleaning the area during and aft- 
er the festival last year cost the 
city $37,000, The Fourth of July 
Fireworks cost $18.600. Other 
special events and activities are 
put on by the Recreation Depart- 


ment throughout the year. Total 
expenditures for FY95 are pro- 
posed at $118,000. One unfunded 
item is to resod the new traffic 
islands in the parking lot after 
the Festival is over, Hobbs noted. 
Councilmember Judith Davis, 
who is also the carnival and 
booths chairperson for the festi- 
val, promised to try to minimize 
the damage to the new land- 
scape plantings in the islands. 


The cost of the administrative 
staff for the department is $368,- 
600. The blue recreation van is 
scheduled for replacement this 
year, Total recreation staff will 
increase from 35.5 full time 
equivalent positions to 43.9, Most 
of the increase, 5.5 positions, will 
be for the community center. One 
supervisor for the year and the 
rest when the building opens to 
the public. The Aquatic and Fit- 
ness Center accounts for an in- 
crease of 2.9 positions for part- 
time pool staff.

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Judge Hands Down Decision 


In GHI Garten Civil Suits 


In a civil case filed in the District Court of Maryland 
for Prince Georges County on September 29, 1993, Greenbelt 
Homes, Ine. (GHI) sought to collect $559.25 for work per- 
formed (window replacement) from member Sherry Garten, 
11 Court Laurel Hill Road, which according to the charging 


document, “the defendant has failed to pay.” 


Garten then 


counter-sued GHI asking $6,000 in damages for “mainten- 
ance work’” that GHI “has failed and refused to perform... 


for which it is responsible.” 
ask for $20,000 in damages. 


The case was heard before 
Judge E. Allen Shepherd during 
March and iApril. William F, Ed- 
wards was the attorney for GHI. 
Garten was represented by Wil- 
liam E. Brooke, 

Judge Shepherd handed down 
his “Memorandum, Opinion and 
Order” on Friday, May 6. The 
judge found Garten liable for 
window replacement and late fees 
for a total amount of $559.25. 
Conversely, Garten is entitled to 
$1,478 in damages from GHI. 

Counter Claims 

In responding to the specific 
complaints in Garten’s counter 
suit, Judge Shepherd set forth

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vice side) sidewalk in the 
amount of $452,” according to 
the Memorandum: GHI had re- 
placed the standard straight 
sidewalk to the unit with a 
curved sidewalk, as requested by 
Garten. However, she was not 
satisfied with the way it turned 
out. The judge wrote: “The testi- 
mony is undisputed that the new 
sidewalk is of varying widths and 
is cracking. It is clear that if the 
sidewalk had been properly pour- 
ed it would be of uniform width 
and that it would not be crack- 
ing.” 

4. “The area of greatest con- 
troversy,” wrote the judge, “in- 
volves the electrical wiring.” 
The burden of proof that the wir- 
ing was defective and should be 
replaced, he wrote, lay on Gar- 
ten. “The evidence , . . is undis- 
puted in one respect—that is that 
.. . (Garten) decided to remodel 
her unit stripping away the dry 
wall . . . leaving exposed elect- 
rical receptacles, junction boxes 
and electrical wiring, The Court 
believes that the act of stripping 
the dry wall on this 50 year old 
housing unit .. . caused the mul- 
tiple wiring problems.” GHI, he 
wrote, “cannot be held responsi- 
ble for the replacement of the 
wiring.” 


5. The judge also found that 
Garten “acted to remove a sup- 
porting wall in the kitchen which 
caused the necessity of the in- 
stallation of a header to sup- 
port the staircase. That problem 
cannot be laid at the door of... 
(GHI) ... either.” 

6, Judge Shepherd did find in 
Garten’s favor on the “defective 
condition” of the front and rear 
doors, which “is clearly not the 
result of any act” by Garten 
and GHI “is liable for their re- 
placement at the cost of $1,026.” 

Both sides have 30 days to ap- 
peal the decision, Garten told the 
News Review of her intention 
to appeal,

City Residents to Face 
Larger County, City Taxes 


by James Giese 

Although Prince Georges County Executive Parris 
Glendening is proposing a property tax cut for most of the 
county, his budget proposes a 2.6 cent increase per $100 


assessed value for Greenbelt. 


In the unincorporated areas, 


the tax rate will be cut by 1.4 cents. 


The reason for the difference 
is a complicated formula agreed 
to by the county and the coun- 
ty’s municipalities called Muni- 
cipal Tax Differential. This form- 
ula recognizes the fact that the 
eounty provides services in un- 
incorporated areas that it does 
not provide in the municipalities. 
Consequently, the formula. de- 
termines the cost for these ser- 
vices and adjusts the county tax 
rates within municipalities ac- 
cordingly. 


Last year when the tax differ- 
ential for the current year was 
calculated, the city received a 
special one-time adjustment re- 
lating to the county’s accounting 
of the hotel/motel tax that in- 
creased the tax differential by 
City Manager Michael P, Mc- 
Laughlin. Because cf that. city 
officials anticipated that next 
year’s tax differential would be 
less. Even so, Greenbelt Taxpay- 
ers will still pay a county tax 
rate 38 cents lower than that 
paid by property owners in the 
unincorporated areas, if the ex- 
ecutive’s budget is adopted. 


Constant Yield 
By state law, the county and 
the city must report on the 
effect of property assessment in- 
creases on the property tax rate, 
For the county, a tax levy of 
$1.97 would yield the same 


...and were in 


amount of tax revenues from ex- 
isting property as was paid last 
year. The proposed county tax 
rate of $2.058 will yield 4.5 per- 
cent more in taxes or $443,504. 


The budget sumitted to the 
City Council by City Manager 
Daniel Hobbs proposes a four 
cent increase in the city tax rate, 
According to the Constant Yield 
Formula, the city would be able 
to receive the same _ dollar 
amount of revenues from exist- 
ing properties with a $1.28 tax 
levy (a five cent deerease). The 
proposed levy of $1.87 will yield 
seven percent more tax revenues 
for the next year.
